Claim ed the Cuban* R etired W ith Heavy 
Loss, bat the Spanish Only Lost Seven­ 
teen R illed and Thirty-Three W onnded. 
Period For Im porting Cattle Free Ex­ 
tended. 


H a v a n a , Jan. ll.—News from Span­ 
ish sources just received here gives an 
aooount of what appears to have been a 
gallant defensed! a fort at Santiago de 
Cuba by Spanish troops. 
It seems that 
the principal fortification protecting the 
buildings of the central plantation of 
Y sa bel, at Media Luna, near Manzain- 
ollo, was attacked by a strong insurgent 
force during the night of Jan. 2. The 
insurgents had with them, it is durned, 
a rapidfire cannon which they placed in 
position about 600 meters from the fort 
aud behind an embankment of earth. 
At the same time 200 insurgents cap­ 
tured the machinery house of the plan­ 
tation. 
The fort defending the later consisted 
of a brick building, two stories high and 
in the form of a cross. 
It was sur­ 
rounded by wire fences and ditches aud 
was garrisoned by 96 soldiers, under the 
command of Captain Esterau Benedicto 
Maui lo. 
The insurgents first began cannonad­ 
ing the Spanish fort and then began an 
attack upon it from both sides of the 
river, trying to take it by assault, but 
they were repulsed. The Spanish at­ 
tack continued, the insurgent infantry 
making a second stand, and the Span­ 
iards again drove them hack. 
There­ 
upon the insurgents resumed their artil­ 
lery fire aud kept it up till dark. 
Daring Jan. 4 the fort was relieved 
by Captain Oryan in command of the 
local guerilla forces of Niquera aud a 
detachment of Spanish infantry, rein­ 
forced by two canons. The Spaniards 
then attacked the insurgents’ 
earth 
works and are said to have compelled . 
the enemy to retire with severe lea, 
The garrison of the fort lost I? men and ! 
had 33 men wounded. 
The government has extended for two 
months the period for which cattle may 
be imported in Cuba free of duty. TKe 
American steamer Cochio has arrived 
here with 160 boxes of condensed milk, 
one of glassware aud 28 packages or pro­ 
visions for the coneen tradoes. 
Reports from Guantanamo say the 
plantations there are not grinding sugar 
cane. owing to the scarcity of oxen. 
Ex-Minister Canalejas has returned to 
Spain, having formed a gloomy impres­ 
sion of the situation here.

England Ha* No Objection* to Rnsaia'S 
Having an Iw-Frw fort. 
L ondon, Jan. ll.—Right Hon. Arthur 
J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury and 
government leader in the house of com­ 
mons, addressed his constituents at 
Manchester on the government policy 
in China, and said there was no objection 
to Russia h av in g an ice-free port, pro­ 
vided England was not excluded; but 
the government wonld do its utmost to 
prevent China yielding to foreign pres­ 
sure to make regulations adverse to 
Great Britain, or “ an y improbable, but 
possible attempt to dot the coast of 
China with foreign stations by protec­ 
tionist countries who would raise cus­ 
toms or other barriers to our trade.” 
The burden of the whole declaration 
was that England’s policy in China is 
for the benefit of the world at large. 
The morning paper editorials of all 
shade of political opinion, express great 
satisfaction at Mr. Balfour’s exposition 
of the principles guiding the govern­ 
ment’s policy in the far east, but they 
complain of the absence of definite 
statements.

The flesh of the elephant is entcu in 
its entirety by several of the A frican 
tribes. A detail of the process of butch­ 
ering the anim als is not pleasant read­ 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. 
The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets. 
Beneath this 
is a subcuticle, a pliable membrane, 
from w hich the natives make w ater 
akius. 
The elephant yields largo quan­ 
tities of fat, used in cooking the na­ 
tives’ sun dried biltong, or dried strip! 
of the elephant’s flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. 
A frican ex­ 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree th at 
one part of the elephant’s carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 
th a t w ill regale tho m ost delicate taste. 
This part, very strangely, is the first 
jo in t of the leg below the knee, w hich 
one would suppose to be the toughest 
portion of the anim al. 
To prepare the 
joint a bole three feet deep is dug iv 
the earth, and the sides of it are baked 
hard by means of large live coals. Most 
of the’coals are then taken out, and the 
elephant’s foot is placed in the rude 
oven. The bole is then filled w ith dirt, 
tightly packed, aud a blazing fire is 
built on top, w hich is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, 
and 
w hen done, 
instead of 
strong, tough m eat fiber, it is of a ge­ 
latinous consistency th a t may be eaten 
w ith a spoon.—-Philadelphia L ancet

[ HOMEMADE ELECTRICITY. 


tom e Sim ple M ethods b y W hich 
I t May 
Ile Generated. 
It has been discovered th at if a steel 
knife and a silver fork be inserted in a 
large orange an electric current w ill bo 
generated. 
If the end of the fork and 
the end of tho knife sticking from the 
orange bo connected w ith ail electric 
m easuring instrum ent, quite a percepti­ 
ble current w ill be found to pasa 
The 
same kind of a battery may be made by 
substituting a cucum ber for the orange. 
In fact, any acid fru it may be used. 
Hi order to m ake a voltaic pile it is 
only necessary to procure ten or more 
pieces of zinc about an inch square, tho 
same num ber of pieces of copper and a 
like num ber of pieces of paper 
The 
paper should be thoroughly soaked in 
vinegar. 
F irst take a piece of zinc. 
On it 
place a piece of vinegar soaked paper, 
then put on a piece of copper, then a 
piece of paper, then another zinc and 
then paper, and so on u ntil all the 
pieces of zinc, copper and paper have 
j been used. 
It is im portant th a t a piece 
j of zinc should be on one end and a piece 
j of copper on the other. A fter the pile is 
com pleted again soak the w hole slig h t­ 
ly in vinegar; then clean it off on the 
ontsida 
If the forefinger of one hand be held 
against one end and the forefinger of 
the other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible current 
w ill be felt. 
If several persons clasp 
hands aud the persons on each end of 
the line touch the voltaic pile, the cu r­ 
rent w ill flow through the bodies of all 
those in position. 
Tile therm opile is another electrical 
current producer th at may be made in 
any household at a trifling expense 
The electric current is generated in this 
case by heat, and anything from a can 
die to a live coal may be used to pro 
duce the heat. 
Take a lot of German 
silver and copper w ire and cut it into 
six inch lengths. 
Then take a C e ra 
silver length and a copper leugth a r d 
tw ist the ends together. 
You w ill have 
a V shaped arrangem ent of w ire. 
Tala 
another length of Germ an silver w in 
and tw ist one end of it tightly around 
the copper end of the V. 
Continue tile 
process until you have a long svceossiou 
of w hat m ight be called W a or doullo 
V ’s arranged w ith alternate pieces of 
copper and G erm an silver wire. 
Now take two large curtain rin g a 
Bend your string of w ire lengths until it 
has assumed the position of a star and 
clam p it between the tw o curtain ringa 
One end of the string of w ires should 
be copper and the other Germ an silver. 
You w ill find wheu these are clam ped 
between the curtain rings th a t the iu- 
i ner points of the star form a sm all cir- 
I cie in the m iddle of the rin g a 
The 
rings should be placed on uprights and 
a candle should be lighted, so that the

The flesh of the elephant is eaten in 
its entirety by several of the African 
tribes. A detail of the process of butch­ 
ering the anim als is uot pleasant read­ 
ing. 
The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. 
The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets. 
Beneath this 
is a aubeutiole, a pliable membrane, 
from w hich the natives make water 
skins. 
The elephant yields largo quan­ 
tities of fat, used in cooking th© na- 
Uvas* sun dx ted biltong, or dried strip 
of the elephant’s flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. 
A frican ex ­ 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree that 
one part of the elephant’s carcass, w hen 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 
that w ill regale tho m ost delicate taste. 
T his part, very strangely, is the first 
joint of the leg below the knee, w hich 
one w ould suppose to be th© toughest 
portion of the anim al. 
To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the Garth, aud tho sides of it are baked 
burd by m eans of lurge live coals, Most 
of tho coals are then taken out, and the 
elephant’s foot is placed in th© rude 
oven. 
The bole is then filled w ith dirt, 
tightly packed, aud u blazing tire is 
built on top, w hich is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, 
and 
w hen 
done, 
instead of 
strong, tough moat fiber, it is of a ge­ 
latinous consistency that may bo eaten 
w ith a spoon.— Philadelphia L ancet

same kind of a battery may be made by 
substituting a cucumber for the orange 
In fact, any acid fruit may be used. 
In order to make a voltaic pile it is 
only necessary to procure ten or more 
pieces of zme about an inch square, the 
aune number of pieces of copper and a 
like number of pieces of paper 
The 
paper should be thoroughly soaked iu 
vinegar. 
First take a piece of zinc 
On it 
place a piece of vinegar soaked paper, 
then put on a piece of oopper, then a 
piece of paper, then another zinc and 
then paper, and so on until all the 
pieces of zinc, copper and paper have 
beer used. 
It is important that a piece 
of zinc should be on one end and a piece 
of copper on the other. After the pile i# 
completed again soak the whole slight­ 
ly in vinegar; then clean it off on the 
outside. 
If the forefinger of one hand be held 
against one end and the forefinger of] 
the other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible current! 
w ill be felt. 
If several pers-tms clasp] 
hands and the persons on each end of 
the line touch the voltaic pile, tho cur­ 
rent w ill flow through the bodies of all 
those in position. 
The thermopile is another electrical 
current producer that may be made in 
any household at a trifling expense 
The electric current is generated in th is; 
case by heat, and anything from a eau 
die to a live coal may be us< d to pro­ 
duce the heat 
Take a lot of German 
silver and copper wire and cut it into 
six inch lengths. 
Then take a Genr.r u 
silver length and a copper leugth and 
twist the ends together. 
You w ill h«Ae 
a V shaped arrangement of wire 
Take I 
another length of German silver wire 
and tw ist one end of it tightly around 
the copper end of the V. 
Continue Hie 
process until you have a long si ceessiou 
of what m ight be called W ’s or double 
V ’s arranged with alternate pieces of] 
copper and German silver wire. 
Now take two large curtain rings. 
Bend your string of wire lengths until it 
has assumed the position of a star and 
clamp it between the two curtain rings. 
One end of the string of wires i ii-mid 
be copper and the other German silver. 
Yon w ill find when these are clamped 
between the curtain rings that the in­ 
ner points of the star form a small cir­ 
cle in the middle of the rings.

The flesh of the elephant is en ten iu 
its entirety by several of tho A frican 
tribes. A detail (rf the process of butch- 
ering the anim als is not pleasant read­ 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. 
The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets. 
Beneath this 
is a subcuticle, a pliable membrane, 
from w hich the natives make w ater 
skins. 
The elephant yields large quan­ 
tities of fat, used in cooking the n a­ 
tives’ sun dried biltong, or dried stripi 
of the elephant’s flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. 
A frican ex­ 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree th at 
one p art of the elephant’s carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 
th a t w ill regale tho most delicate taste. 
This part, very strangely, is the first 
jo in t of the leg below the knee, which 
one would suppose to be the toughest 
portion of the anim al. 
To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the earth, and the sides of it are baked 
bard by means of large live coals. Most 
of the coals are then taken out, and the 
elephant’s foot is placed in the rode 
oven. The bole is then filled with dirt, 
tightly packed, aud a blazing fire is 
built on top, w hich is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, 
and 
w'hen done, 
instead of 
strong, tough m eat fiber, it is of a ge­ 
latinous consistency th a t may be eatea 
w ith a spoon.—Philadelphia Lancet.

It is im portant that a piece 
of zin c should I*' on one end and n pi«*cf 
of copper on the other. A fter the pile is 
com pleted again soak the w hole slig h t­

If the forefinger of erne hand be held 
against one end and the forefinger of j 
tho other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible current 
w ill be felt.

The electric current is generated in this 
case by heat, aud anything from a can 
d ie to a liv e coal m ay be us! d to pro­ 
duce the heat.

N ow take tw o large curtain rings. 
Bend your string of w ire lengths until it 
has assum ed the position of a star and 
clam p it between the tw o curtain rings. 
One cud of the string of w ires should 
be copper and the other German silver. 
You w ill find wheu these are clam ped 
betw een the curtain rings that the in ­ 
ner points of the star form a sm all cir­ 
cle in the m iddle of the rings.
